Misty, 

The total budget amount must add up to your funding categories. If you have additional funds from outside 
sources, you can discuss it in your narrative, but don’t include it as part of your budget. If you want to include it 
in your budget, add it as an additional budget category and also discuss in your narrative. 

Per your contract with the City, the quarterly reports are to "describe the status and progress of the various 
District programs, improvements and activities as described and referenced in the Management District Plan 
and subsequent Planning Reports. The Quarterly Activity Report shall be written in narrative summary form 
and include summary statistical and financial data." 

The purpose of the quarterly report is not to regurgitate what is written in your MDP. It is a description of the 
BID’S programs and activities that occurred in the district that particular quarter. And, the budget should be a 
reflection of those programs and activities. There may not be much movement in some cases, but you can 
discuss, for example, how many vendors participated in the Farmers' Market and the number of attendees, and 
how this benefits the BID. What types of items and actions were taken up at the board meetings? What about 
committee meetings? How are you branding the "Old L.A." logo and how is the BID benefiting from it? 

Rather than go back to fix 2016, I will look forward to 2017 quarterly reports that more accurately depict the 
activities, programs and improvements in the BID area. I'm attaching a couple of the Chinatown BID'S quarterly 
reports as an example. I'm also including a template for the quarterly report. Please reformat the quarterly 
budget consistent with the template. 

I'll await your corrected reports (budget totals) to proceed.

I've reviewed your quarterly budgets for 2016 and found the following: 

1st Quarter 

Right of Way and Corporate ID & Organization ($291,052 + $136,648 = $427,700). However, the report lists 
$463,202 as the total. Am I missing something? 

2nd Quarter 

Right of Way YTD ($56,748 + $118,945 = $175,693). However, the report lists $177,318 as the YTD total. 
Corporate ID & Organization YTD ($23,808 + $13,025 = $36,833). However, the report lists $47,743 as the 
YTD total. 

Total YTD should be $212,526 not $251,084 
3rd Quarter 

Right of Way and Corporate ID & Organization expenditure amounts for the 1st and 2nd Quarters have 
changed. The report does not address the reason for the change. 

YTD expenditures ($194,208.76 + $93,008.18 = $287,216.94). However, the report lists $314,152.84 as the 
total YTD. 

4th Quarter 

Corporate ID & Organization 3rd Quarter expenditure amount has changed. The report does not address the

reason for the change. Also, the YTD total should be $117,976.33, not $116,976.33. 

The report narrative is exactly the same for all four quarters. The narrative should summarize the activities of 
the BID and correspond to the expenditures made thus far. I am not an accountant, but it seems the BID is 
carrying a substantial balance at the end of the year ($559,837.21). If this is correct, let's discuss the reason 
for this. 

We need to resolve this before I can approve your current invoice. Monday is my regular day off, but I'll be 
here on Tuesday.
